Construction on Lake Street 
in Boyne City should resume 
Within the next few weeks 
after being temporarily 
delayed. 

The setback occurred 
earlier i the summer when 
higher than expected water 
Fevels were discov ered under 
the roadbed in front of City 
Hath Attest the problent was 
thought te be caused by ran 
and water mai breaks, but 
was then ruled out when the 
Mains were Hived and the ram 
ceased. 

Engineers estimated the 
cost to fy the problem to be an 
additonal $35,000 over the 
original S278.000 bid. Work 
would include a combination 
of raping the road bed. 
instilling treneh drams and 
mstalling a tabric to help 
stabilize the base. 

The state gave its approval 
on the additional work last 
week once it contimmed the site 
Was notina thood plain. 
Although itdoes fall within a 
coastal management program. 
the state has agreed to tsue a 
letter saying the project would 
not signiticantly impact the 
coast. 

Engineers are expected to 
Issue a notice to resume 
construction -- drainage and 
fll work — prior to Oct. 12. 
the date set uside for concrete 
crews to begin work. Tt should 
take 20 days to complete. 

Sulbat tssue is how the 
additional $35,000 will he 
financed. Since the project's 
total cost will fall within the 
city’s original estimate of 
$250,000, the city feels it 
reasonable that federal dollars 
pay 80 percent of the cost and 
the city pay 20 percent. as is 
the arrangement for the rest of 
the project.

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Making a difference

Survey results show 
most county residents 
are already recycling 


Preliminary results of a 
Charlevoix County recycling survey 
reveal that close to 40 percent of resi- 
dential waste generated in the county 
could be recycled. 

The survey was distributed to 
1,625 residents last May — 757 were 
returned — by the Planning 
Department's Solid Waste Commit- 
tee to help assess if a recycling pro- 
gram is needed in the County. 

A majority of the respondents 
indicated they already recycle with 
more than half citing they do it pri- 
marily to protect the environment. 
Similarly, keeping landfills to a mini- 
mum was another reason 40 percent 
of those surveyed said they recycle. 

Indeed, space is now, at a pre- 
mium-after the county denied the 
Cedar Ridge Landfill a 12-acre ex- 
pansion. The site closed on May 1, 
eliminating the county’s last active 
landfill of that type. Garbage has 
been shipped out of county since 
then. 

Only 25 percent of survey re- 
spondents said they recycle to save 
money. 

Two-thirds indicated they would 
recycle if the cost were equal to or 
less than the cost savings realized by 
reducing the amount of solid waste 
they throw away. 

The majority of respondents re- 
ported they would be willing to pay 
$3 per month for curbside collection 
and $2 per month to use a drop off 
center. 

Currently Charlevoix County has 
drop-off sites in East Jordan, Boyne 
Falls, the Village of Walloon and at 
the Cedar Ridge Recycling and Dis- 
posal Facility. 

Nearly 100 tons of recyclables 
will be carted from the East Jordan 


site to the Emmet County Transfer 
Station this year. But with a major in- 
crease in participation, it has come at 
a higher cost than in the past. For the 
first time since the program’s incep- 
tion 10 years ago, the city has insti- 
tuted a $1.50 charge for unlimited re- 
cycling per visit to help offset the ex- 
pense. The $5,500 cost to run the pro- 
gram stems from hauling fees and 
labor. 

Neither Boyne City nor 
Charlevoix have drop-off facilities. 

Though the in-county locations 
top the list for drop-offs, the fourth 
most popular spot for discards is the 
Emmet County Transfer Station 
which reportedly charges a fee to non- 
residents, perhaps indicating that cost 
is not a primary issue for many. 

Over SO percent of respondents 
indicated they are willing to travel two 
to five miles to a drop-off location. 

Paper is the item most widely re- 
cycled and is tops on the list of prod- 
ucts residents said they would recycle 
most in the future. 

Not many of those surveyed re- 
cycle batteries or used motor oi], nor 
did they anticipate doing so in the fu- 
ture. The survey summary suggests 
that perhaps it’s because there is less 
of that type of waste generated or be- 
cause of the lack of awareness of lo- 
cations where the materials can be 
recycled. There are some businesses 
in the county that recycle the mate- 
rial. 

‘Fhe committee will undertake ad- 
ditional analysis of the survey before 
making specific recommendations on 
addressing the county's recycling and 
solid waste needs. 


JUDGE LIFTS TEMPORARY RESTRAINING ORDER; DISMISSES SUIT 
Boyne DDA property sale ends up in court 


The Boyne City Downtown De- 
velopment Authority's plan to re-bid 
two properties it owns at the corner 
of East and Main streets is back on 
track after a flurry of legal action. 

The DDA at its meeting on Sept. 
23 passed a motion to re-open the 
bidding process to two of three origi- 
nal bidders with the real estate going 
to the highest bidder, The bid open- 
ing was set for Oct. 21. 

But at the meeting, the DDA was 
made aware by City Attorney Jim 
Murray of a pending lawsuit Bob 
Mathers Ford, one of the three origi- 
nal bidders, was expected to file in 
Charlevoix County Circuit Court 
claiming the DDA and city were in 
breach of contract. 

What Murray, the DDA and city 
were not aware of at the time of their 
meeting was that along with the com- 
plaint, Mathers Ford and its attorney, 
Christian Mullett of D. Haywood & 
Associates, a Lansing Jaw firm, were 
planning another lega] maneuver. 

Late in the afternoon of Sept. 23, 
Mullett filed a request for an ex parti 
temporary restraining order to pro- 
hibit the DDA from proceeding with 
the re-bidding process or conveying 
the property to another purchaser, 
until a hearing was held. Ex parti 
means that the DDA or city attorney 


until it was considered. 

Murray, who has represented 
municipalities for 13 years, said he 
has never seen this happen before and 
said the only reason an ex parti tem- 
porary restraining order is granted, 
is when irreparable injury will occur 
and giving notice will jeopardize a 
party's position — in this case 
Mathers Ford. 

According to paragraph five in the 
temporary restraining request, 
Mathers Ford's attorney claimed no- 
tice to the city and DDA was not re- 
quired because the DDA may attempt 
to close on the parcels with other bid- 
ders upon notice of a motion. Murray 
said this implied that Mathers Ford 
and its attorney fear the DDA would 
“go out and sell it out from under 
them.” 

The request was granted and 
signed by Circuit Court Judge Rich- 
ard Pajtas and a hearing was set for 
Oct. 4, But under court miles, accord- 
ing to Murray, he was allowed to seek 
an immediate hearing which was 
scheduled for early Monday morn- 
ing, Sept. 27. 

For the hearing, Murray said he 
subpoenaed Bob Mathers and his le- 
gal counsel to appear to explain the 
reasons why they felt a temporary 
restraining order was necessary. 


why it happened with no notice.” 
Murray said. 

“Suing the city is done all the 
time, but without notice under these 
circumstances is a low blow to the 
DDA and the city.” 

For Monday’s hearing neither 
Mathers nor his attorney were 
present, Murray said, but they agreed 
after the close of the business day 
on Friday to drop the complaint 
against the city. 

Murray wanted more, since drop- 
ping the complaint one day could 
mean the plaintiffs could file it a day 
or two later. He argued to Judge 
Pajtas that the case should be dis- 
missed with prejudice, meaning “it 
is forever done,” and that the re- 
straining order be lifted. 

Pajtas agreed to lifting the re- 
straining order and signed an order 
late last week dismissing the suit. 

Mathers Ford attorney Mullett 
was contacted but said he was not at 
liberty to comment on the case other 
than to say it was dismissed. 

The property at 230 and 232 Wa- 
ter St. was put out for bid last spring 
and three bids were received: one 
from Lou Awodey, owner of Con- 
nections North, for one of the 


houses; one from Cindi Malin, owner 
of Cindifranco’s, for the other house: 
and one from Bob Mathers Ford for 
both houses. 

‘The DDA voted to recommend to 
the city commission to award the bids 
to Awodey and Malin, but when the 
issue was brought to the city commis- 
sion, Malin withdrew her bid and 
commissioners awarded it to Bob 
Mathers Ford. ; 

Awodey’s and Malin’s bids com- 
bined were $132,650 and Mathers 
Ford's bid for both was $133.009. 

Following the commission's ac- 
tion, however, City Manager Eric 
Strahl discovered that in the city or- 
dinance passed when the DDA was 
formed, it states the DDA has the in- 
dependent authority to buy and sell 
property and does not require the 
commission's approval. 

At the Sept. 23 DDA meeting, 
Murray recommended to the DDA 
that it re-bid the property in “fairness 
to everybody.” He described the situ- 
ation as an oversight by the commis- 
sion, the DDA and himself. 

The motion approved allows Bob 
Mathers Ford and Awodey to submit 
new bids for the property with the 
lone deciding factor being price.

Student arrested after 
altercation at BCHS 


A Boyne City High School stu- 
dent was arrested last Thursday after 
allegedly striking another student 
with brass knuckles at the high 
school. ; 

The 17-year-old used the weapon 
to strike another student, more than 
once, in the head. According to 
Boyne City Police, the incident oc- 
curred after the two exchanged words 
stemming from a disagreement which 
had started the previous day in 
school. 

The assaulted student, a 17-year- 
old, was taken by his parents to the 
nospital and released with stitches. 
His injuries were non life-threaten- 
ing. 

According to Boyne City Police, 
the assailant came to school with the 
brass knuckles concealed in his pants 
pocket. Officers were called in to in- 
vestigate the incident and arrested the

Kevin Lawrence Matteson, 17, of 
East Jordan faces charges of assault 
with a dangerous weapon in a 
weapon-free school zone, a 4-year 
felony, and carrying a dangerous 
weapon with unlawful intent, a 5-year 
felony. 

The assault charge could also 
carry a $6,000 fine and/or 150 hours 
of community service. 

Matteson was arraigned on Oct. 
1. According to Charlevoix County 
chief assistant prosecutor John 
Jarema, he was ordered to have no 
contact with the victim or family and 
a cash assurety bond was set at 
$4,000. 

Matteson remained in jail as of the 
morning of Oct. 4. 

A preliminary exam is set for Oct. 
14 at 9:15 a.m. in 90th District Court 
before Judge Richard May.

essentially survival. 

Flywheeler membership 
numbers around 300 with the group 
in its 11th year of operation. Many 
members have agricultural back- 
grounds. 

It is their fourth year hosting 
Kids Educational Days. “This has 
to be the highlight right here,” said » 
Stevens. His comrades agree, and 
enjoy putting on the demonstrations 
as much as the kids like watching 
them. . 

The grounds are situated on 120 
acres with wood processed in the 
sawmill used to construct the site's 
buildings. The most recent addition 
is a museum and before that a 
shelter was built for a donated 
vencer mill. 

Member Catie Stebe staples 16 
strips of veneer shaved from the 
machine into an asterisk pattern to 
be bound into half bushel baskets. 
Pliable, green basswood, which 
must be wet, is used in their 
construction, she explained. Each 
fourth grade class will receive one 


of the baskets. During other shows, 
Flywheelers ask for donations for 
the hand and machine wrought 
baskets. 

Every stop is a living history for 
students. Belts, attached to tractors, 
power the engines on the old 
equipment. Operators blend 
knowledge of machinery and craft 
with interesting facts keeping kids 
at rapt attention. 

A blacksmith demonstrates with 
fire, tongs and a chisel how heat 
overcomes the strength of steel. 
“While it’s hot, you can do any- 
thing, even break it off,” he said 
twisting a metal rod in half. 

At the corn chopping display, 
John Talboys explained that ‘‘for 
every strand of silk, there’s a kernel 
of corn.” He added that when the 
silk turns brown, the corn is ripe.” 

Some of the students gather ears 
of field corn as souvenirs. Others 
have small bags of grain — a 
product of the threshing machine. 

“We just love to do this,” said 
sawmill operator Bob Goldsmith, 
“and I really enjoy it with the kids.
